I believe 
it is essential for our educaYbnal Institutions throughout the 
country to emphasise tralniAin sU of the ramifications of Com- 
munist intrigue and its his|foriXal hackground. 

n. »r* alrea<^ »ever*l departments and agencies in 

the Federal GoveramenI which ari^ devoting a vast amount of time 
and effort to the suhjefts with whlc^the Free^iom Commisaloa 
would be concerned. These include W Central IntclUgence Agency, 
which as you undoub^dly know devote\ a considerable amount of 
effort to the study of Communism. TMs organisation also has a 
£>tbool of laternatidnal Communism whi^ we believe to be one of 
the finest in the world. Naturally, the r^ourccs of CIA and other 
departments and agencies could be utiliaeito assist the Freedom 
Commission. \ 

In regard to the Freedom Academy, there are these factors 
to be considered; 


(1) Many universities snd other institutions (such as the 

Council on Foreign Relations, Foreign Policy Assoclntlon. 
Brookings, etc.) are already devoting some attention

of t^eir stodent body o* momberohi]^. la tbe»« onivesaltteo 
and lastitutions w« fiod xnoot ol ttie real exports, outside 
of tholfe ia government, 'wko are competent to deal vrltb 
fcbis mittter. 

(2) A study o^ international communism and related Soviet 
problems \^ould perl»ips need to be supplemented witia 
general steles ol world problem* in order to provide a 
more roundd<^ program and to better attract the type of 
individual who would be effective in such work. 

(3) The Academy wli^aid be an overt institution and its 
personnel and stifdeat body would almost ineviUbly become 
well known. Thlijs a £&etor that would be quite Important 
in the selecUon of |he students anl ia the determination of 
their activities la t^p aidi-Commuaist field. 

I apprccistc the opportunl<^ you lave given me to comment on 
the Freedom Commission Act and %ope that the above remarks will 
be helpful. I would like to repeat t!^t X am tlsoroughly in favor of 
the obiective which you are seeking had am aindoas t© cooperate in 
every way. Perhaps it would be uselljl to your Committee, or tc» those 
who are sponsor the Freedom ComhilssioBi, to have an o|q»ortunity 
to see what this Agency is doing in its 4|forts to train its personisel 
and those working with u# in ttie field of hati- Communist activities. 

We would be very happy to provide such 4 briefing if you feel that this 
would be useful. \
